past year numbered 1,353, with 6,242 
native helpers, the report said.

3,063 schools 74,120

Receipts for the year were $2,525,- 
369, which was more than the original 
appropriations called for.

and all dancers are subject to it. Some 
forms of amusement are inevitably as­ 
sociated with 
danger 
and 
dancing, 
however beautiful and alluring, is one 
of them. 
It is too bad that it should 
be so but it is so. 
“ ‘Is it right to go to the moving pic­ 
tures on Sunday evening?’ This ques­ 
tion infers that it is not right. 
The 
purpose of the question is not to 
make decisions for young people, but 
to consider some of these doubtful 
things in the spirit of fairness. I take 
it that all of us want to be sane anu 
reasonable and right even in the mat­ 
ter of amusements. 
In fact, we want 
the young people to be the jury and 
hold themselves in a judicial framo of 
inlnd. 
I think we may come to a fair 
decision on this subject if 1 answer by 
asking other questions:

Not since the Civil W ar have retail­ 
ers faced such grave problems of feed­ 
ing a nation at war, with a food short­ 
age on one hand and steadily soaring 
prices on the other, according to J. J.

One of the big questions for consid­ 
eration will be a campaign of educa­ 
tion aimed at those individuals who

A lthough there has b een an alarm ing 
increase in the num b er of m erchan t­ 
m en sunk in the last few w eeks, the 
norm al m ovem ent of ocean com m erce 
has not b een checked. 
In fact, the 
latest reports of B ritish trade show a 
surprising increase. 
G reat B ritain im ported $355,000,000 
w orth of goods in Feb ruary, $405,000,- 
000 in M arch and $450,000,000 in April. 
H er exports am ounted to $185,000,000 
in F eb ruary, $220,000,000 in M arch and 
$215,000,000 in April. 
The slight fall­ 
ing off in exports for April prob ab ly 
m eans little. 
The im ports furnish the 
real test, b ecause they constitute the 
food and m ilitary supplies' tha t G er­ 
m any is trying especially to cut off. 
Food and m unitions have b een going 
to England in greater volum e than 
ever, despite the U-b oat successes. 
It seem s likely that the increase will 
continue during the present m onth. 
T here has b een a noticeab le lessening 
of the num b er of ships sunk lately, and 
an increase in the num b er of I -b oats 
reported destroyed. 
The G erm an sec­ 
retary of the navy, according 
to 
a 
report received b y our S tate D epart­ 
m ent. announced in a speech to the 
R eichstag recently 
tha t 
sub m arines 
w ere b eing lost in considerab le num ­ 
b ers “as a re sult 
of

a t least, and no cause for panic.

B arnhart, although in good financial 
circum stances, has been somewhat of 
a w anderer for the p ast few years, 
working his way from p lace to p lace’, 
p rincip ally on farms, and studying la­ 
bor conditions as he went. 
He has 
p laced before the state council a mass 
of 
v alueable 
information, 
result of 
his study and observ ation as one of 
the great arm y of workers. 
He is a 
young man of much intelligence, and 
as inv estigation p rov ed, 
has made 
himself thoroughly fam iliar with la­ 
bor conditions. 
It was Barnhart who gav e the tip 
that farm ers, in order 
to 
av oid 
a 
threatened shortage of labor during 
the harv est p eriod, will hav e to p ro­ 
v ide better liv ing conditions for their 
help . He told the council of Instances 
where housing quarters p rov ided for 
farm hands were not as good as those 
furnished for the liv estock, and rep re­ 
sentativ es of the council, v isiting the 
p laces, v erified his rep orts. 
Likewise 
he adv ised the state officials that rail­ 
road 
construction and lumber 
com­ 
p anies will continue to be comp eti­ 
tors of farm ers in the m atter of secur­ 
ing laborers as long as these com­ 
p anies continue to p rov ide better liv ­ 
ing conditions. 
B arnhart also has giv en ideas as to 
how to meet the farm labor shortage 
when it begins to loom seriously, and 
most of his suggestions are being fol­ 
lowed out In a p ublicity 
carried on by the council.
